York, established th at a vegetable 
garden can save the average tann­ 
oy from $58.48 to $100.11 a year, 
at Die sam e time providing over 
4*»0 pounds more vegetables than 
arc consumed by most city fam i­ 
lies, 
In a bulletin detailing its studies 
of ibis subject the following state­ 
ments are m ade; 
“ A century ago home vegetable 
gardens were the rule. 
Today not 
only city families but millions of 
families living in 
suburban and 
c luntry districts buy their vege­ 
table^ rn retail stores. 
“This habit w as acquired pre- 
stunably because the public had 
been led to believe that it is cheap­ 
er as well as m ore convenient to 
buy vegetables than to grow them. 
But careful studies show that this is 
not true; th at shopping and m arket­ 
ing not only take tim e and energy 
which m ight be used to grow them, 
out that purchasing vegetables is 
an expensive luxury. 
“The studies of the school show 
that the quantity of vegetables now 
purchased by the typical American 
family, including canned, bottled 
; ad dried, can be grown and har- 
vested in less than two weeks* time 
per year. Actually the total amount 
of tim e necessary for planting, ca r­ 
ing for and harvesting a vegetable 
garden is less than th at commonly 


occupied in shopping in tile retaL1 
m arket. 
“ It is estim ated that the average 
American woman shops for food at 
least 120 tim es a se a r. "The pur­ 
chase of vegetables a t reasonable 
prices is an im portant p art of each 
hopping trip, an adventure which 
ordinarily consum es a couple of 
hours. Yet a total of approxim ately 
two hours’ work weekly throughout 
the y ear suffices to produce all the 
vegetable 
needs 
of 
the 
fam ily 
home.” 
As to the quality of home grown 
vegetables, com pared with those 
obtained in tile m arket, the bulle­ 
tin states: 
“ You learn 
what 
really 
fresh 
vegetables taste like. 
Peas, corn, 
lim a beans, string beans and the 
m t of the vegetable family lose 
m ore than half their delicious flavor 
a few hours after picking. 
‘Half 
an hour from vine to pot’ is a wise 
saying of country folk whose m e a n ­ 
ing has been entirely lost to the 
modern race of city and country 
buyers of so called ‘fresh’ fruits 
and vegetables.” 
Details of the tests upon which 
these 
statem ents 
are based 
ure 
given in the bulletin. 
To produce 
1,749.7 pounds of fresh vegetables 
required a total of 94 hours and 17 
minutes’ work. 
The total cost, in­ 
cluding taxes and interest but not 
labor was com pared with the m a r ­ 
ket cost of the vegetables, 
and 
showed a saving of $58 48. which 
figured out as 62 cents for each 
hour's work required; and besides, 
Says the bulletin: 
“ You not only experience 
the 
pleasures of planting and tending a 
garden but profit from the exercise 
involved ”
